$ (=> preſented and ated, whereby tne generall wealth and plenty of this Councy 
RITES is exhauſted and brought very low : Which waight of miſcrics are ſenſibly 
become much more heavy, by reafan'of your Majeſties diſtance in reſidence; and difference 
in Counſclls, fromsyevr great Councecll the Parliamept ; begetting/preat diftempers and 
diftraRions throughout the KRingdome ; and have, ſpecially amonglt us, produced faRi- 
ons and divifiens,, drawing into theſe parts great numbers of diſcontented perſons , that 
may too juſtly be ſeared doe affe& rhe publike ruine, for theit private advantage. All which 
evils arc daily fomented, and made more formidable, by your Majefties drawing together 
(25 wee conceive. not according to Law) many Companiey of the Trained Bands, and o- 
thers both Horſe and Foot of this County, and retaining multitydes of Commanders and 
Eayaleers from other parts, and by the daily refort of Recuſants, and perſons difaffeRed in 
Religion, to your Majeſtics Court at York and by the great preparation of Armes, and 0- 
ther warlike proviſions, which begets in-us feares of Warts, to thegreat terrourand amaze- 
mentof us your Majeſtics peaccable SubjeRs, and to the great decay of all Commerce and 
mduftrious courſes, for the wealth, and proſperity of che Country, eſpecially of Clothing, 
which is the maine ſublience of this County, and is fince your Majeſties refidence among(t 
ws, and the following diſtraRtions thereupon, ſuddenly obfiructed ; infomuch that many

'ons, We may offer to Your Majeſty our earneſt,Pecition, for redrefle and prevention of 
theſecvilsdailythreatning danger to Your Majeſty, and deſtruRion to.us ;; which we con-
